The nominee of the Republican 
Convention at St. Louis for the 
office of President of the United 
States, William McKinley, of Ohio, 
who for two consecutive terms has 
been the Governor of the State, 
born in Niles, Trumbull coun- 
ty, Ohio.on Feb. 26, 1894. Though 
only a lad when volunteers were 
called for to preserve the Union, 
he enlisted in the twenty-third 
loo Infantry attached to Fre- 
lont's command in June, 1861. 
He rose through acts of conspic 
uous gallantry from the ranks, first 
promoted to a lieutenancy; then to 
captaincy and made adjutant 
general, and while with Sheridan in 
Shenandoah Valley received 
his commission as brevet major. 
He served his State in Congress 
from 1876 to 1890, and his course, 
speeches and record are historical. 
Since 1890, as the chief Executive 
of Ohio, he has been called upon 
decide perplexing questions and 
has solved them so as to meet with 
popular commendation. His broad 
views, firmness and quick percep 
tions, singularly fit him foi the high 
and important station to which the 
people have called him. 

Garrett A. Hobart, of New Jer 
sey, who has been selected as the 
running mate for McKinley in the 
coming Presidential race, was 
born in Long Branch in 1844. He 
was educated at Rutgers Colleges 
from which he was graduated in 
1863. Shortly afterward he 
entered the law office of 
Socrates Turtle, in Paterson and 
was admitted to practice in i860. 
He was appointed City Counsel of 
Paterson in 1871 and counsel for 
the Board ol Freeholders in 1873.
